AN important decision was render 
ed by Judge Pearson at Harrisburg 
yesterday, declaring the tax on coal 
imposed by the act of 1874 unconsti- 
tutional. The ease will ef course go 
to the Supreme Court, where it will 
be heard at the earliest possible per- 
iod, in view of the great importance 
of the issue. Should the court of 
last resort aflirm Judge Pearson, the 
revenue of the Commonwealth will 
be entirely inadequate, and an extra 
session of the Legislature might be 
a necessity.
